MT  Waltz,  and  MV  Lowe.      In  order  to  bring  it  forward  with  every  poffible  degree  of 
elegance,  3ir  Rich,  Ihen  Manager,  engaged  the  famous  SEIU'EXDONI  to   paint  the 
fcenes;  the  Opera  however  from  fome  accident  was  never  performed,  nor  the  paintings 
ever  exhibited  during  the  life  of  M^  Rich,  except  to  a  few  of  his  felect  friends. 

men  the  property  of  that  Theatre  came  into  the  hands  of  MT  Colman  8cc,  he 
prefented  the  Editor'  »-it]»  a  fcore  of  the  Opera,  and  publickly  exhibited  two  of  the 
moft  capital  fcenes.  one.  as  the  Court  of  PLUTO  in  the  R  APE  of  PROSERPINE, 
and  the  other  as  the  drawing  room  of  VENUS,  in  the  Golden  Pippin.  -  Part  of  the 
Mnfick,  which  was  too  precious  to  be  buried  in  oblivion,  HANDEL  afterwards  ufed  in 
the  Choice  of  Hercules  . 
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
